Advisers Tell LBJ 
Soviet Prestige Hurt 


WASHINGTON 
(A P)—Presi­ 
dent Johnson has been advised 
by governm ent experts on So­ 
viet affairs that the ouster of 
Prem ier Khrushchev has dam ­ 
aged the prestige of Soviet lead­ 
ership at home and abroad and 
rendered underlain the future 
course of Soviet policy toward 
the W est 
These are among the princi­ 
pal conclusions reached in a 
new study of the sudden, sensa. 
tional shakeup in the Kremlin 
earlier this month. Other con­ 
clusions reported 
to the Presi­ 
dent, 
according 
to 
informed 
officials: 
1. The best guess about the 
future 
prospects 
for 
Khru­ 
shchev's 
successor is that 
a 
power struggle probably cannot 
be avoided. The experts say 
that 
Communist 
party 
boss 
Leonid I. Brezhnev and Prem ier 
Alexei N. Kosygin appear to 
represent the two bureaucracies 
of the party and the government 
and these 
together 
with 
the 
competitive 
interests 
of 
the 
m ilitary 
and industrial estab­ 
lishment set the stage for a 
power struggle. 
2. Factionalism in the Soviet 
Union tends to hurt Soviet inter­ 
ests internally and externally. 
The destalinization program of 
a decade ago is cited as a case 
in point. It was one of the issues 
over which Communist 
China 
avowedly split with the Soviet 
Union. 
3. The violent wrench which 
resulted from the sudden ouster 
of Khrushchev has displayed to 
the world 
what experts here 
term the uglier side of Kremlin 
politics and this has been a 
principal contribution to the loss 
of Soviet prestige. It renders 
virtually ail im portant aspects 
of Soviet policy uncertain. 
4. While Brezhnev and Kosyg­ 
in 
have 
reaffirm ed 
Khrush­ 
chev’s 
policy 
of 
coexistence, 
the new men and their jockey­ 
ing for power could move Soviet 
policy in the future in almost 
any direction subject only to the 
limits 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union’s 
power position. 
5. The Communist-ruled coun­ 
tries of E astern Europe have 
been given another push toward 
the West by the shakeup. This is 
evidenced by the fact that Po­ 


land, Hungary, Czechoslovakia 
and 
E ast 
Germany 
have 
in 
various ways 
praised Khrush­ 
chev’s accomplishments instead 
of 
f o l l o w i n g 
the 
new 
Kremlin line of denouncing his 
failings. This is taken to mean 
that E astern European leaders 
are unwilling to reverse Khrush­ 
chev’s relatively 
liberal 
poli­ 
cies toward the Eastern Euro­ 
pean countries and that they are 
determ ined to look to their na- 
ional 
interest as distinguished 
from 
their 
Communist 
party 
loyalties. 
6. 
To a considerable degree 
the 
ouster of Khrushchev — 
particularly coming so close to 
Red 
China’s 
recent 
nuclear 
explosion, has played Into Chi­ 
nese hands. It displayed dissen-

sion among Soviet leaders in 
contrast with the apparent soli­ 
darity of the leadership under 
Mao Tze-tung in Peking. This 
suggests that 
any 
substantial 
reconciliation between the So­ 
viet Union and Red China would 
be on Mao’s term s. 
7. 
Khrushchev’s 
successors 
face a serious problem in han­ 
dling relations with the so-called 
nonaligned 
countries 
of 
Asia 
and Africa — such countries as 
India, 
Yugoslavia, 
Indonesia 
and the United Arab Republic. 
Khrushchev 
was 
a 
personal 
symbol of the Soviet policy 
of 
cultivating the nonaligned coun­ 
tries and they are understanda­ 
bly agitated, their confidence 
shaken by his sudden departure 
from power.

Gas Blasts 
Rock Plants 


ORANGE, Tex. (AP) — A 
series of gas explosions rocked 
two of a string of six petro­ 
chemical plants near this south­ 
east Texas oil city Sunday. 
Two workers were killed and 
17 injured, only one seriously. 
Ruptures in pipelines carrying 
highly volatile gas apparently 
caused the blasts, but company 
officials said they were unrelat­ 
ed. 
Neither firm shares 
any 
facilities. 
The first explosion ripped the 
Spencer 
Chemical 
Co. 
plant 
after a leak developed in a line 
carrying highly volatile ethyl 
ene gas under a pressure of 25,' 
OOO pounds per square inch. 
Gas fogging the area ignited 
and the shock broke windows at 
Bridge City, five miles distant. 
Flam es soared 150 feet high and 
were visible 25 miles to the west 
at Beaumont. 
About three hours later, 
a 
series of perhaps five explosions 
injured three men at the nearby 
Allied Chemical Co., when an 
autom atic safety valve blew off 
on a line carrying oxide or ethyl­ 
ene gas.

On the way back to the capi­ 
tal, Goldwater, who does not 
cam paign on Sunday, worked on 
his New York speech. 
He told newsmen he will stick 
to the basic issues of his cam ­ 
paign in its final days.

Khanh will continue to wield 
great power as com m ander in 
chief of the arm ed forces, with 
a big say in nam ing the arm ed 
forces m inister. They will sit on 
the four-man National Security 
Council which will have wide

because

Cong. 
Although the U.S. Em bassy 
hailed 
the 
shift

positive step toward the objec­

Suu said he would continue as 
chief of state for only a short 
tim e because his health isn’t 
good. It appeared likely that the

B52s Poised 
On Guam Now 


Big Bombers Carry 
Nuclear Arm am ent 


WASHINGTON (A P) _ The 
United 
States 
has 
posted 
a 
squadron of 15 B52 heavy 
jet 
nuclear bombers on the island 
of Guam — within about 1,000 
miles of 
Red 
China, 
it 
was 
learned today. 
The publicized 
move, 
made 
last spring, places the 15 B52s 
about 5,000 miles closer to Com­ 
munist China than when they 
were based in the United States. 
The squadron sent to Guam 
replaces a unit of older medium 
jet B47 bom bers. B52s have at 
least twice the striking range 
and carry much more of an 
atomic wallop than the B47s. 
The B52s also fly faster and 
higher. 
This is the first tim e that the 
long-range B52s have been de­ 
ployed overseas." The other 600 
heavy jets are stationed in the 
United States, half of them on 
“ runway alert” and ready for 
takeoff within 15 minutes. 
No additional B52s are sched­ 
uled for overseas deployment 
this year, the Air Force said.

B52s Poised

more effectively utilize the air­ 
craft.” 
The type of B52 stationed on 
Guam has an effective opera­ 
ting range of more than 6,000 
miles with the fuel it carries in 
its own tanks. 
Refueled by aerial tankers, 
the eight-jet B52s can extend 
their ranges by thousands of 
miles. 
Each B52 can carry a brace of 
the heaviest nuclear weapons in 
the U.S. arsenal — weapons 
packing explosive equivalents of 
24 million tons of TNT. 
Furthermore, B52s are fitted 
to launch Hound Dog missiles. 
These nuclear-headed missiles 
can blast ground targets more 
than 500 miles from their moth­ 
er bombers. 
To confuse enemy defenses, 
B52s can fire off decoy missiles 
called Quail. The 13-foot-long 
Quail flies at B52 speeds and 
altitudes, producing a "blip" on 
enemy radar similar 
to that 
made by an actual B52. 
The Air Force gradually has 
been retiring its aging B47s. A 
one-time fleet of about 1,400 of 
the six-jet craft has been re­ 
duced to about 400 planes.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Flori- j

campaign, 
one of the roughest in the state’s 
history, has an added distinction 
this year.

IN THE decade since he entered public life, 
Barry M. Goldwater has been telling the 
American people things that many of them 
have not enjoyed hearing. 
For he has not seen politics as the art of 
misleading the American people, or as the 
trick of using the people's money to buy the 
people's votes, or as the science of manipu­ 
lating public “images.” 
He has seen politics instead as a means of 
creating an environment in which man can 
grow.

They began by “helping” the restive down­ 
trodden. And now the streets of our cities 
have become veritable jungles. 
Is this the America we inherited? 
Is this the America we want to bequeath 
to our grandchildren? 
For daring even to ask these questions, 
Barry Goldwater has become the most 
slandered man in American political history.

The census will be taken in 
the following way . shortly after 
November 5, the Bureau of the 
Census, an agency of the U. S.

TOKYO 
(AP) — 
Teen-age 
wizards of the water and a 
track and field team that over- 
shadowed the Soviet Union in 
depth and versatility gave a 
definite red, white and blue tint 
to tile 18th Olympic Games. 
Alhough the Russians collect­ 
ed the most medals, the Ameri­ 
cans 
picked 
up 
the 
biggest 
cache of championship golds 
and 
took the limelight from 
their Soviet rivals in the pres­ 
tige events. 
The Stars and Stripes were 
raised so often over the main 
stadium and the swimming pool 
that one American competitor 
said, “I thought they would wear 
out the flag” 
and Japanese 
school children went through 
the streets whistling “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” 
American swimmers and div­ 
er^ won 16 of 22 events, smash- 
ing the world record in almost 
all of them, in a near sweep of 
the swimming competition. The 
U.S. added 14 gold medals in 
track and field, winning the 
5,000 and 10,000 meters for the 
first time in history. 
The Yanks maintained their 
60-year monopoly in basketball, 
crushing the Russians in the 
final game 73-59, and suffered 
disappointments only in boxing, 
wrestling and weight-lifting. 
It was in these events, plus 
gymnastics, that the Russians 
picked up the bulk of their 96 
medals,

American total. But it was over­ 
all a sub-par performance for 
the giants from behind the Iron 
Curtain. 
The Soviet coaches came in 
for criticism from Pravda, the 
Communist organ, and Gabriel 
Korobkov, the head track and 
field coach, said bitterly, “Our 
athletes are too old and warn 
out — we need new blood.” 
He also said he was quitting.

000-meter run — showing his 
heels to the greatest distance 
runners of the age. 
Talk that the United States 
athletes were too soft and pam­ 
pered to win in tests of strength 
and endurance was spiked when 
Bob Schul won the 5,000.
